2007, in Docket Number BR 07-10, and relying on (1) the Government's application and 
all supporting declarations in Docket Number BR 07-10 and the Court's Orders in 
Docket Number BR 07-10, and (2) the facts set forth in the Government's Verified 
Motion, as made by the Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and approved by 
the Attorney General, and it appearing to the Court that the Government's motion 
should be granted, the Court finds that: 

1. The motion and documents incorporated therein by reference contain all 
statements and certifications required by 50 U.S.C. § 1861. 

WHEREFORE, the Government's motion is hereby GRANTED, and it is 
FURTHER ORDERED, as follow; 

1. The Court's Orders in Docket Number BR 07-10 are incorporated in their 
entirety. 

2. The NSA may query the telephone call-detail records using as seed 
numbers the telephone numbers described in the Government's motion subject to the 
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condition that all queries be reasonably tailored to 





3. The results of each such query shall be segregated to the extent feasible 



until BR 07-10 expires or I 



whichever comes first. 



4. Upon the conclusion of thel 



or at the time of the 



renewal application, whichever comes first, NSA shall submit a written report to the 
Court stating why the results of any query conducted pursuant to this Motion should not 



be destroyed. 
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6. The Government shall continue to comply with all of the restrictions and 
procedures described in the Court's Orders.
